Monarchy has fallen forever 
in America; if Europe does not think so, 
let her try ap;aiD; we are ready.'' I do not 
think Europe will ti-y .the job for a long 
time to come ; she is not ready ; and, to 
satre the millions that were speut to trans- 
port troops from France to Mexico, she 
will wait until that Americati (whose 
name I do not remember, by the way,) 
has sncceedod In his projet. It seems 
that ho has taken out in England a patent 
for an ai)parntas with which ha intends 
crossing the ocean. It is a hamper in 
giiLta percha, very thict, and in conse- 
(lueriee very solid, .somewhat adjusted to 
ilie ligiiro, crossed by an iron spar closed 
at the I'oUoin by a cannon ball of sulTi- 
cieiit weight lo maintain the hamper in a 
vi-nical posiiioii.

aud by precept and exuiiiple to encoiirnge 
order and iiioraliiy. It ii>ually devuUi's 
on the Mayor und ("Jorporalion to receive 
and entertain disiiiiguishod visiters to the 
city. In view of lhi.-> and to meet other 
expenses attending the position, there 
are in most cases certain funds at the dis- 
posal of tho Mayor. Tho Lord Mayor of 
London for iostance has perquisites of the 
value of some forty thousand dollars a 
year, wherewith ho is enabled to enli i tain 
the Corporation, their friends <Jiiid guests 
right royally. 

7'o fill these requirements of the office 
it is necessary that the iiicumhout should 
be of sound jiid^oment, bonoi'iiblc niid 
impartial as a iiingi.sti iite mid presideiiL of 
the Council. To ensue diligence on be- 
half of tho interests of the borough he 
should have a material iiilei'est ther(dn, 
and as au cxamplo to his folio iv ciiisens 
his private life shoiikl be without re- 
proiicli. 

There is nothing new in what I havi' 
written, and I stiouM not ask you to in- 
sert il, but you have invited discussion on 
the siiliject of the approaching election; 
aud some of your correspondents seem 
possessed , of and idea that a Mayor's 
first dnty is to provide cocktails for all- 
comers, aud that lie who will do this to 
tbo greatest extent is the man for Vic- 
toria.
